east Asia, and including the 
enstern part of South America.

. Snakes: which . onter houses, 
snakes that are afraid of shadows, 
snakes which chage mon, and many 
other kinds of snakes were men- 
tioned by Dr. G. A. C. Herklots,’ 
of the Hongkong University, in o 
radio talk Inst night on the 
poisonous snakes of Hongkong. 

Dr. Herklots also -réferred to 
some strange Chinese beliefs con- 
cerning anokes, including the 
bulief that when tho tail of 2 cer- 
tain snake has .a-black tip, that 
particular gnake has already killed 
amar. The speaker added somo 
romarks about sen snakes and the 
treatmont of snake bite. : 

Dr, Herklots said iri his address: 

September fa ns good a month as 
any in which whilst watking on the 
hillsides of Hongkong and the New 
Torritories to meet snakes, so per- 
haps a few remarks on some of our 
loca] species may be of general in- 
terest. : 

Last week I rocefyed no Jess than 
three venomous snukes besides 
harmicss specios, These three 
wera 2 large bamboo. snake, 
caught within 25, yards of my lab, 
and two young cobras, from Stone- 
cutter’s Island. and from within a 
house on the Peak, respectively. 
This year my staff have collected, 
and friends have given’ me, moro 
than 100 snakes from Hongkong 
and the New Torritorics. Half of 
these I have kept alive for days or 
weeks before chioroforming and 
preserving them so have had the 
opportunity to: watch them closely 

Early in the year I rent 36 apeci- 
mons to the British Natural His- 
tory Museum to be indentifled by 
the Herpetologist, Dr. Malcolm 
Smith. These 86 specimens j{n- 
cluded 14 ' species and of these 
eight specimens of four species 
were vertomous, potentially deadly. 
Recently a friend sent me a collec- 
tion of 14 specimens, of these two 
One deadly snake 
out of seven is possibly.a fair re- 
presentation of the proportion af 
venomous to harmless snakes In 
Hongkong. When J ‘have accumu- 
lated larger collections it will be 
possible to give more accurate 
figures. . 

After dealing with -the. various 
species, Dr. Herklots apoke of 
emergency treatment as follows; 

(1) Apply a tourniquet imme- 
diately’ above the wound, fe. be. 
tween wound and heart, but don’t 
leave on more than one hour for 
fenr of gangrene. A piece of string 
and a pencil would serve as a 
tourniquet. : 

(2) Make a deep incision into 
wound with a sharp knife or razor 
blade. ' 

(3). Reb incrystals of Potas- 
sium permanganate; this is a 
strong oxidising agcnt and if it 
comer in contact with the venom 
will destroy it. These actlons 
must be carried out promptly. 

(4) Hurry to the ‘nearest hos- 
pital or doctor, 

Alcohol should not be taken ex- 
cept in very small quantities, 
Sucking of the wound is daneer- 
ous and is to be condemned. 
Later treatment by the doctor con- 
sists In giving injectives of ad- 
renalin or pituitrin and by inject- 
ing lime water which will induco 
clotting of the blood and general- 
ly counceract the decalcifying pro- 
pertics of the venom. 

This nccount of our local ven. 
mous snakes, thelr poison and the 
emergency treatment of snake bite 
is all vary alarming. Actually tuo 
chance of a European boing bit- 
ten is sn xmall as to be almwoal 
negligible: one or two children 
have been bitten in the past, in 
Hongkong, and have died in con- 
sequence so perhaps: it ia just as 
well that these facts should be 
known just in case a snako did bite 
some one. During the summer 
months I nearly always have aev- 
cral snakes alive at the Biology 
Department of the University and 
if any one would like to sce them 
ro ae to be ablo to recognise the 
deadly species I should be delight- 
ed to act as showman.

NEEDLESS DELAY. 


Under an amendment made in 
the Magistrates’ Ordinnnce in 
1928, Mr. Schofield, at the Central 
Police Court this morning, had a 
recent summons -against Leung 
Wing-yuen, agent for the owner of 
48, Qucen’s Road Central, which. 
his Worship dismissed last week, 
brought up for the case to be 
reopened.

The 
letter which Mr J. 8. by 
the architect. had 
three days after the firat hear- 
ing. ¢ontained Dut three 
lines. Tt was unconscionable 
that the Building . Authority 
should have taken 28 days to come 
to a decision contained in those 
two or three lines, a decision 
which, in an ordinary offee, would 
have tuken 24 hours. 


Mr. Lo then reitertited the facts 
ns set forth by Mr. Gibson at the 
original hearing and invited his 
-Worship to say that the blame 
fell entirely on the  Buildiug: 
Authority. 

Referring’ to the form of the 
summons, Mr, Lo submitted that 
to have summoned the defendant 
as agent for the owner was im- 
proper as he was not liable for the 
owner on a criminal charge.

KOWLOON BYEWASH 
RESERVOIR. 


COMPLETED, SCHEME 
INSPECTED. 


The new Kowloon Byewash Re- 
servoir, completed in May lus 
was yesterday Jnspected by m 
bers of the Legislative Council 
and, P. W. D. officials, the party 
beIng under the direction of Capt. 
B. Montague Ede, Chairman of 
the Hongkong Excavation Pile 
Driving and Conatruction Co., 
who were responsible for the con- 
struction of the dam. , 

The dam is close to the Kow- 
loon Reservoir, and*has «iin over- 
flow channel, 12 feet wide and 800 
fect long, constructed to lead off 
the overflow waters from the old 
Shek Lai Pui reservoir into the 
Byewash reservoir. The channel 
is 100 fect higher at its intake 
than at itaoutlet, and is a valu- 
able addition to the system of 
water conservation in Kowloon. 

The work on the dam, started in 
July, 1929, was completed in May 
this year. Situated 270 feet 


above sea lovel, the reservoir has} 


a enpacity of 185,000,000 gallons. 
The Iength of the dam is 50 feet 
at the bottom and 365 feet-at the 
top, with respoctive width mea- 
surements of 84 feet and 9 fect 
6 inches. The’ overflow is pro- 
vided for by sixteen arches of 12 
feet spnn, and the depth-of the 
foundation ‘at the seal in the 
middle of ‘the dam is 80 feet.

COMMERCIAL PRESS TAKES 
ACTION. 


A.cane under the Trade Mark|. 


Ordinance was heard at the Kow- 
loon Magiatrncy before Mr. Fraser 
yosterday afternoon when Chau 
Hung-yau, the proprietor of three 
bookstores in Shanghal Strect, was 
summoned by Cheng Hsuch-men, 
manager of the Commercial Press, 
for an infringement of the Ordin- 
ance. 

Three summonses were taken out 
ngainat the defendant, who was the 
proprietor of the Hing Kee Book- 
sellers, of 123 Shanghai Strect, 
Hing Kee (Branch), of 462 Shang- 
hai Street, and Hing Ah Printing 
Office, of 125 Shanghai Street. 

The offence alleged * against the 
defendant was thut at the sbove 
threo addresses, he had-in his pos- 
session for sale 1 series of Chincsa 
text-books on common knowledge to 
which a false trade description and 
false trade mark were applicd. 

Mr. H. C. Macnamara appeared 
for the complainant, and Mr. G. 8. 
Hugh-Jones for the defendant. 

Mr. Macnamara announced that 
an agreement had been reached by 
the parties, and an arrangement 
had been made subject to the ap- 
The terms at- 


the defendant should_give_up_all 
books of the nature complained of 


‘| or give up the trade marks belong- 


ing ‘to the Commercial Press. It 
was also agreed that the defendant 
should not defend the ‘ action 
brought against him in the Supreme 
Court, and write to two Chinese 
papers, the names to be settled bi 
tween them, apologising to 
Commercial Press 
their trade mark. He was also to 
pay to the complainant a sum of 
money for the cost of the procced- 


.inga in the two courts. 


“Mr. Hugh-Jones remarked that 
his client agreed to these arrange- 
ments.

Britain supported by her Empire, 
the gold-cum-silver exchange posi- 
tion would become as precartous 
as that of silver-free paper; and 
Britain and Hongkong would inevit- 
ably win out.
